They next entered a housc 
in the village of Manachara where they killed another man 
and committed lacoity . On an alarm being raiscd , a party 
of police including Constable Narayan Datt and the village 
Chowkidar with some members of the public fushed to the 
scene of the occurrence . On the way they ran into the 
gang of dacolts who opened fire on them . The police party 
returned the fire, but there were no casualties on either 
side. Constable Narayan Datt , liowever , managed to work 
his wily up to Idrish Miah who wily armed with a D . B . B . L . 
gun and grappled with him . The other dacoits ran away 
leaving some of the booty . In the course of thc struggle 
between the constable and the leader of the gang, both fell 
into a deep lank . The constable , however , courageously 
held on to hly prisoner ufitil other members of the police 
party came to his 248istance .

AUDIT RIPORT ON THE ACCOUNTS OF TIIL INDIAN CENTRAL 

TOBACCO COMMITTEE TOR 1956 -57 
1. (a ) Introductory 

The accounts of the Indian Central Tobacco Committee 
were last audited in September 1956 . During the present 
audit the accounts for the year 1956 -57 were cxamined . 

Dr. M . S . Patel, M . Sc ., Ph . D . ( N . Carolina ) continued to 
hold charge of the Office of the Sccrctary Indian Central 
Tobacco Committee , Madras during the period covered by 
the present audit . 

(b ) A Rcscarch Station has been newly opened at Hunsur 
(Mysore State ) during the year 1956 -57 and a permanent 
advance of Rs. 1 ,000 has been sanctioned to the new Station . 

The accounts and vouchers maintained at the office of 
the Indian Central Tobacco Committee which incorporate 
the transactions of the Research Stations were checked during 
the present audit. The accounts include the revenue received 
from the various Rcscarch Stations during the year and 
Incorporated in the monthly Accounts submitted to the 
Central Office . The initial accounts relating to the Central 
Institute at Rajahmundry and the Rescarch Stations at Pusa 
(Bihar ) and Dinhata (West Bengal) were checked during the 
prepent audit. 

Details of the revenue realised at the various Research 
Stations during the year under rcvicw are given below : 


(a ) Grants - in - Aid 
During the year thc committee has paid grants -in -aid to 
the tune of Rs. 1,45 ,489 - 0 - 0 to thc Research Stations. Thc 
audit certificates in respect of the expenditure incurred 
thercon are awaited . 

(b ) Redrying plant 

The Rodrying plant has been disposed of during the year . 
An expenditure of Rs. 666 -11-0 has been incurred during 
the year on the storage of the plant. The loss of 
Rs. 24 ,430 - 16 - 4 incurred on the sale of the plant has been 
written off by the President on the authority of the Govern 
ing Body of the Committee . 

Aşum of Rs. 52-8 - 0 is pending realisation from the Rail 
way authorities towards refund of proportionate ground rent 
for the period from 1st October , 1956 to 81st March , 1957. 

(c) Other Advances Rs. 11,885- 7 -1 

Details of the other advances are given in Annexure I . 
Early steps may be taken to adjust the amounts and the 
progress of adjustment may be intimated to audit .

In respect of grants made by the Committee to the various 
State Governments and deposits for works exccuted through 
the C .P . W . D . certificates of audit for the expenditure met 
out of the grants and statements of expenditurc incurred 
from out of thc deposits together with the reports about 
the progress of the works have not been received in large 
number of cases (vide details in Annexure II). The question 
of furnishing the audited statements of expenditure in res 
pect of the grants made to the Tobacco Research Sub - Station , 
Guntur for the years 1944 -45 , 1945 - 46 and 1946 -47 has been 
under prolonged corregpondence with the Accountant Gene 
ral, Central Revenuc , New Delhi, As the matter has been 
pending for a long time, effective steps may be taken for 
obtaining the audit certifcatcs without further delay , 

The number of items of works for which deposits have 
been made to the C . P . W . D . and for which completion reports 
together with the audited statements of expenditure are 
awaited is also large . There are 18 such itcmg relating to 
the years 1952 -59 to 1955 - 56 . Relcases of deposits in advance 
without any report regarding the progress of works and the 
actual expenditure incurred will not help to indicate 
whether the additional funds placed were necessary . Pend 
ing the receipt of the final audited statement of expenditure 
from the Audit Officers concerned the Exccutive Engineers 
of the C . P . W . D . may be requested to furnish quarterly 
statements of expenditure from the deposits placed with 
then and a report on the progress of the works to ensure 
that further releases of deposlts are necessary . Action may 
also be taken to speed up the receipt of the audited state 
ments of expenditure from the C . P . W . D . in respect of the 
pending items. Action taken in the matter may be reported 
to audit,

been provided in sub para (10 ) thereof - 


4 The Bank on the other hand denice that the “ Tempo 
tary Adjustment Allowance " should only be adjusted against 
annual increments and not against any other increase and 
submits that there ls no such limitation placed on the rights 
of the Bank Accorinig to it , whenever an employcc is trans 
ferred from a lower arca to a higher arca one or more 
increments are given to the employée depending on the 
area to wluch he 14 transferred and this rcsults in an in 
crease in his total emoluments In such cascs thc Bank has thc 
right to effcct thc cut in the " lemporary Adjustipent Allow 
dncc " , ds by reason of such adjustment the emolumnents of the 
cmployee are in no case reducel , the adjustinent being againyt 
increase in total emoluments The Bank thus affirms that the 
procedure adopted in adjusting these cuts against and to the 
extent of such increase in cmoluments does not militate 
against any of the provision embodied in the recommenda 
tions of the Bank Award Commision 


Wherever as a result of the adjusunent as directed above 

thc total emoluments in tlie ncw scale made up of 
basic pay, dcarness allowance , special allowance and 
houyc icnt allowance fall short of the total emolu 
Iucnts of any workman under the above heads as on 
$ 1st January , 1950 , the difference shall be given to 
him by way of an additional allowance to be called 

Temporary Adjustment Allowance " ) until such 
difference is fully absorbed by future increments in the

8 Against the Saytry Award several appeals were filed by the 
partics concerned in the Labour Appellate Tribunal of India 
and the Special Bench of this Tribunal amended inter alia 
the said Award by fixing the wagc scales and dearness allow 
ance of the clerks as per paragarph 109 of its Decision . The 
Lentral Government having been of the opinion that it would 
be inexpcdicnt on public grounds to give effect to certain 
parts of the said Decision by the Labour Appellate Tribunal, 
inodified it in certain respects by SRO 2782 dated 24th 
August, 1954 , published in the Gazette of India , Extraordinary 
Pait 11 - Section 3 of the same date Under clause ( s ) of this

At the outset it may be made clear that the Reference is

7 By noufication No SRO 35 , dated 5th January, 1952 , 
the Central Government in the Ministry of Labour in exercise 
of the powers conferrel by section 7 of the Industıial Dis 
putes Act , 1947 constitutel the All India Industrial Tribunai 
( Bank Disputes ) Bombay, for the adjudication of an Industrial 
Dispute concerning certain Batiking Companies and their 
worknien I he disputes involved the questions regarding thc 
employees pay scales , dearness allowance , terms and condi 
tions of their employment, etc , and the Tribunal gave its 
award which is popularly known as the Sastry Award for the 
purpose of preycnbing the wage scalcs the Awird procceded on 
The basis of the classification of the country into certain areas 
for which purpose it has been observed in paragraph 78 - 


" The head ofices and branches of the banks are situated 

in different parts of India In devising d wage scale 
It 18 nccessary to take notice of this arcunstance 
The cost of living varies in different areas of th14 
sub continent It would not be right to have the 
Aame scale of employments for the cmplovees in all 
these places Rather , the attempt must be to have 
a smaller number of classified areas COITC9ponding 
roughly to what may be described as (1 ) specially cost 
ly aties ( 2 ) urban areas , ( 3) semiuban and rural 


9 Subscquent to the aforesaid Government Order dated 24th 
August, 1954 the Bank Award Commission was appointed to 
acertain inter alia ccrtain facts and to recommend on con 
scleration of the said facts as well as othei relevant facto18 . 
( a ) whetlier the Appellate Tribunal Decision , as modified , 
should bc continued , (b ) whether the Appellate Tribunal 
Decision should be restored and if so , whether fully 
OE in putt ( c ) whether the Appcllate Tribunal Ded 
xion should be enforced with any other modifications congi 
dered necessary.

12 The question before as contemplates the case of a 
transfer from one area to another so that the total emolu 
ments ay fixed for the area to which an employce 18 trans 
fericd jre not less than those drawn by him in the area froin 
which he is transferred Any such dispute is likely to alise 
when an employce is tiangichied from the lower clays arca 
to the lugher class area as in such d case he is entitled to 
get the benchit of the highci suale picvailing in the area to 
which he is transferred corresponding to the length of service 
put in by hum In order to correctly appreciate the problem , 
it may be illustrated by the following instance -
